Our  Deans 


The  story  of  the  service  rendered  to  Howard  College  by  Dean  Percy  P. 
Burns  is  indeed  a  long  one.  Dean  Burns  was  born  in  Jemison,  Alabama,  the 
son  of  a  Baptist  preacher.  He  graduated  from  Howard  and  earned  his 
M.A.  degree  at  Harvard.  He  has  done  further  study  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  holds  an  honorary  degree,  Litt.D.,  from  Mercer  University. 
From  1904  until  1911  Dean  Burns  taught  English  and  Latin  at  the  South 
Carolina  Co-Educational  Institute  in  Edgefield,  S.  C.  In  the  fall  of  1911 
he  came  to  Howard  as  acting  professor  of  English,  and  in  1912  he  was 
made  professor  and  head  of  the  department  of  English.  He  was  also  com- 
mandant of  the  Howard  Cadets.  Among  numerous  other  services  to  How- 
ard College,  Deans  Burns  has  been  registrar  of  the  college,  dean  of  stu- 
dents, and  since  1921  Dean  of  The  College.

The  purpose  of  the  Student  Senate  is  to  serve  as  a  liason  between  the  students  and  the 
faculty  and  to  promote  a  higher  degree  of  school  spirit  at  Howard.
